SPEECH BY TLE HON. GEORGE w. ALLEN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Trivune. 

Mapison, Wis., Oct. 12.—The Republican 
rally at the Assembly Chamber, in the State 
Capitol this evening. has been a great success.

Premier Mackenzie Speaks a Good

Toronto, Oct. 12.—The Hon. A. Mackenzie, 
Premier of Canada, addressed his coustituents 
at Sarnia, vesterday evening, on the course of 
events during the past two years under the con- 
trol of the Administration of which he is the 
bead, and challenged po ublic opinion upov the 
poliey and measures he has inaugurated. Among 
difficulties claimed to have been successfully 
deait with were the Washiogton Treaty of 1871.

Greenbacks at the New York Gold Ex- 


change yesterday opened at 853 and closed at 
86}, the two extremes of the day. 


Towa falls into line along with Ohio for 
hard-money and Republicanism. Sam KrInx- 
woop, the old War Governor, will once more 
take the reins, and ancient Mr. Lzerrzixze will 
relapse into the obscurity and quiet so desira- 
ble and proper for political fossils. The Re- 
publican majority in Iowa is put down at 
$5,000, a gain of over 7,000 upon the vote of 
1873. 


The President, who is stopping at the 
Palmer House, leaves for Washington this 
afternoon. In conversation with some gen- 
tlemen last evening he gave as a reason for 
the shortness of his stay that, as he had not 
yet appointed a Secretary of the Interior, he 
was returning to the Capital to perform that 
duty. 


It is worthy. of note that when the County 
Commissioners adopted the resolution re- 
questing the Grand Jury to investigate the 
letting of the Hanms contract, they declined 
do accept Commissioners CiovGn’s suggestion 
to make the resolution a little more compre- 
hensive, and include the abstract purchase, 
and other earlier transactions which have 
been regarded with suspicion by the public. 
The suggestion was a timely one, and if the 
majority of the Board had desired to make 
capital*on their honesty they would have 
acted upon it. 


The rupture in the ranks of the Opposition 
widens rapidly, and threatens to seriously in- 
terfere with the original scheme for office- 
getting. Mr. Kretxy’s withdrawal in conse- 
quence of the unfair apportionment in the 
Ham interest has already borne fruit. The 
Tenth Ward Opposition last night espoused 
the Kur cause, and voted not to send del- 
egates to Mr. Hrsmo's Convention. A great 
deal of indignation was manifested, and the 
feeling bodes ill for the existence of the Irish- 
German coalition so necessary to an Opposi- 
tion victory this fall. 


Stanury is certainly in the heart of un- 
own Africa.

It is a matter of no especial consequence 
that the Illinois Supreme Court has decided 
against the Citizens’ Association in passing 
upon the cross-errors in the guo warranto 
case. The main question was embraced in 
the first decision, which virtually held that 
pur election-laws may be disregarded with 
impunity so far as subsequent redress is in- 
volved. It being thus settled that the char- 
ter of 1872 was adopted, in spite of all the 
illegalities and informalities alleged, it mat- 
ters little that the rest of the case 
has been similarly disposed of. The 
Court finds that, although the votes 
legally cast in certain wards exceeded the 
entire majority given in the city at large, 
this fact is not sufficient ; the averment and 
proof should have been that a majority of all 
the hal votes were against the charter. To 
a mind not eminently judicial the one thing 
implies the other, and only a simple process 
of induction is required to show that if the 
illegal votes cast on the side of the charter 
(there being neither averment nor proof of 
any illegal votes cast on the other side) ex- 
ceeded the majority as declared, it follows 
necessarily that the alleged majority was the 
result of such illegal votes. But where tech- 
nicality steps tn induction steps out, we sup- 
pose; hence the decision on the crogs-errors.

It will be observed that the Democratic 
majority last fall exceeded that of the Re- 
publicans in 1872, when they made a clean 
sweep by more than 3,000 majority.

THE OHIO ELECIION. 

The hour for closing the polls last evening 
throughout the great State of Ohio brought 
to an end a political contest almost without a 
parallel in point of intense and wide-spread 
interest. Probably no State election was 
ever the subject of an equal amount of solic- 
itude. The hard-fought campaign is over, 
and the nation can draw a long breath 
of relief, for, in the issue between honest- 
money and rag-money, the superior intelli- 
gence, the sterling good sense and solid 
judgment of the people of Ohio have pre- 
vailed, and victory rests upon the side of the 
right. The inflation and repudiation folly 
foisted upon the campaign by the Democracy 
has been repudiated so completely and em- 
phatically as to admit of no question. The 
„ tidal- wave, so jubilantly and often referred 
to in connection with the reaction of 1874, 
has subsided, and with it are wrecked and 
stranded the high hopes which had 
been built upon the sand. Rise- 
Up Vun Am is now ordered 
to sit down, to retire to agricultural pursuits, 
to ruminate on the consequences of an at- 
tempt to mislead the people and cajole them 
into the skillfully-laid trap of more money.” 
The honest, straightforward policy upon 
which the Republican party based its hopes 
of success, and the earnest, thoughtful utter- 
ances of the able and sincere men 
who have spoken and written by day 
and by night in behalf of the real 
and permanent good of the whole people— 
these have borne glorious fruit, and the re- 
sult is am occasion for universal rejoicing. 
It will make the dollar in every man's 
pocket, be he rich or poor, a better, bigger 
dollar than it was before ; it will strengthen 
the credit and good name of the United 
States all the world over. 

At the preseut writing, 1:30 a. m., there 
remains not the shadow of a doubt that 
Rorserrorp B. Harms has been elected 
Governor of Ohio, and that WIA ALLEN 
has not; that, in short, the Republican 
State ticket has been elected. From 
among the returns at hand it is difficult to 
estimate closely the majority; the result, 
however, is beyond question. Great Repub- 
lican ggins are everywhere reported, with the 
exception of the coal and iron districts, where 
Democratic gains were anticipated. But even 
here the Democrats have been wofully disap- 
pointed in the actual figures. Hamilton 
County, which includes Cincinnati, is put 
down for a Republican majority of 2,500, 
a gain of 3,200 over the Gubernatorial 
vote of 1873, and OCuyahoga Oounty. 
in which Cleveland is situated, gives a Re- 
publican gain of 3,400. A large vote was 
polled, the stay-at-homes of 1878 having 
turned out en masse ; the Liberals of that year 

going with Harsrgzap and Sononz in their re- 
| turn to the Republican fold for this occasion 
at least; while the Prohibition or Temper- 
ance ticket has cut but a sorry figure in the 
campaign. All issues were put aside save the 
vital question of real-money or sham-money. 
The Republican majority, as gleaned from 
our latest dispatches up to half- past 1 o'clock 
this morning, seems certain to be at least 
5,000, and it will undoubtedly be increased 
by additional returns. 


THE DOCTRINE OF “‘MORE MONEY.” 

When people say they want more money,” 
what is it really that they mean to express? 
While every individual, of course, wants to 
possess personally an increased amount of 
money, the desire that the Government shall 
issue more money does not rest upon an ex- 
pectation that the Government is to issue it 
to him secretly ; the expectation is that in 
some way an expansion of the currency will 
indireetly inure to his benefit. 

What is really desired by many is that there 
will be more speculation,—more property 
purchased upon hope of a rise; more buying 
on time; more borrowing to invest in specu- 
lation ; less confidence in future finances, and 
in the money of the future; in short, more 
inflation of prices. Out of these things men 
expect to grasp wealth, and close their eyes 
determinedly to the inevitable result. 

We have had a season of more money,” 
of cheap money,” of an abundance of 
money. We have had a season of unex- 
ampled trading, speculation, and wild risks. 
We have had an epidemic of fortune-making 
without labor or production. We lave had 
money so cheap that it could be borrowed on 
almost any form of security; any kind of 
company could issue any kind of stocks and 
bonds, and sell them or borrow money on 
them. We had “more money” to nn extent 
that the country had never seen before. We 
had goods manufactured to such an extent 
that it has taken two years after the mills and 
furnaces closed to sell and get rid of the 
over-production at a loss. We have had 
during this season of abundant money per- 
sonal extravagance and waste pushed to an 
extent hithertounknown among the American 
people, —ending, of course, in panic, bank- 
ruptcy, prostration, and ruin. 

What is really wanted, or what is really de- 
sirable, is a revival of business; the increase 
of the productions of labor and skill; an in- 
crease of every branch of industry, whereby 
every man shall produce something more 
than he consumes and have something to 
sell. We want manufacturers employed, not 
in making goods merely for sale, but to fill 
orders; we want them so engaged in pro- 
ducing to meet an actual demand that they 
may employ labor, not spasmodicidly, but 
oontinnously, doing increasing 


| money enough to be had, but there is a want 


of confidence in the future of that money. 
That money to-day is equivalent in value to 
certain quantities of other commodities, but 
what will it purchase one, two, or six months 
hence? ‘Therefore money is not loaned on 
long time, because no man knoweth whether 
at the expiration of that time it will be worth 
one-half or one-third of its present value, and 
no amount of interest will warrant such a 
risk as that. 

We are recovering, slowly it is true, from 
the long debauch of cheap money not repre- 
senting labor or industry. But confidence is 
of slow growth. The deplorable folly of the 
past is too recent; the. future is too uncer- 
tain and portentous, and hence confidence is 
wanting. Whatever is done is doing on a 
substantial basis. Manufactures are produced 
to order, there is no more over-production, 
and consequently no losses, There has been 
suffering for the want of employment be- 
cause of the reduction of production in cer- 
tain lines of manufactures, and this suffer- 
ing must continue until industry has been 
eat a substantial basis, and money has 

a fixed and certain value. 
This branch of the general stagnation 
would be greatly relieved if our revenue laws 
would place our manufacturers on an equal 
footing with those of other civilized countries, 
and give them the markets ef the world in 
which to buy their materials and the freedom 
to sell their surplus wherever they can find a 
market. Had they had this opportunity iu 
1873, they could have converted their enor- 
mous stocks into cash, instead of having them 
rot and perish on their hands. There is no 
sound reason why our manufactures should 
not be produced largely in excess of the 
domestic consumption, and the surplus sold 
the world over. Then we would have more 
money, but it would represent labor,—it 
would be money earned, and not money 
printed without cost. 
A full recovery from a long season of riot 
and dissipation is not the work of a day. 
What the country has been passing through 
since 1873 is but the natural consequence of 
inflation,—‘‘ more money” than there was a 
legitimate demand for, and money which had 
not been earned. Good times cannot be pro- 
duced by the magician’s wand nor by act of 
Legislature. Inflation and dilution can only 
scare capital, and destroy confidence the 
more. Even if they produce a temporary 
fever to get rid.of bad and sinking money, it 
is but a weak postponement of the inevita- 
ble end-—panic and disaster. Another infla- 
tion added to the already existing superfluous 
volume of depreciated currency may afford 
desperate and half-bankrupt speculators an 
opportunity to unload their burdens upon 
others, and, like the fox in the well, get out on 
the horns of the drowning goat, but the fina! 
end of inflation must be the same. To cure 
the disease we must get rid of the cause 
which prodmees and perpetuates it, and that 
is, we must have honest money. Until then 
there will be no real recovery and no per- 
manent relief. 


ONE OF PIATT’S WEAK INVENTIONS. 

Mr. Doxx Priarr's visit to Paris doe not 
seem to have cured him of his mania for 
journalistic sensations. He has concocted 
and sent to his Washington paper a story so 
wildly and viciously untrue that it has been 
taken up by the Democratic repudiation 
newspapers and passed around as a delicate 
morsel. The burden of Mr. Prarr's latest in- 
vention is that, pending the discussion of 
the Congressional resolution of 1869 declar- 
ing that the United States interest-bearing 
obligations shall be paid in coin, he was ap- 
proached by a friend who offered him some 
Government bonds, which he declined; that 
is friend told him that the resolution was a 
Wall street scheme to increase the value 
of the bonds, and that it would certainly pass 
becanse nearly all the Congressmen had been 
provided by the clique with more or less of 
the bonds. The only probable feature of this 
story is that Mr. Piatt declined to receive the 
bonds. He always refuses bonds. That is 
why he went to Washington. He wanted to 
give the country the benefit of his virtuous 
example, and he has spent most of his time 
in declining proffers of bonds, stocks, money, 
houses, and gratuities of all kinds. Every- 
body who has ever heard of Donw Prarr has 
likewise heard of this as his distinguishing 
characteristic. So, of course, he declined 
United States bonds when it was likely they 
were to be paid in gold; it was j ust like him 
to do so. 

Mr. Prarr's charge is that the majority in 
Congress were bribed to pass this resolution. 
The charge has no better foundation than 
the possibility that such talk was circulated 
by the Democratic repudiationists at the 
time, even if it has this much basis. It is an 
easy matter, even at this late day, to show 
how groundless and absurd itis. To begin 
with, this resolution merely carried out the 
pledge of the Republican party on which the 
Presidential campaign of 1868 was fought 
and won. The National Republican plat- 
form of 1868, adopted by the Chicago Oon- 
vention, contained the following resolution: 

We denounce all forms of repudiation as a national 
crime; and the national honor requires the payment 
of the public indebtedness in the uttermost good faith 
toall creditors at home and abroad, not only according 
to the letter but the epirit of the laws under which it was 
contracted, 

The Democratic platform of the same year 
declared, on the other hand, that “ where 
the obligations of the Government do not ex- 
pressly state on their face, or the law under 
which they were issued does not provide they 
shall be paid in coin, they ought, in right 
and in justice, to be paid in the lawful money 
of the United States, —that is, in green- 
backs. This was the most conspicuous issue 
of the campaign. It was the single hope of 
the Democratic party that they could elect 
their candidate by appealing to the dishonest 
sentiment of the country in favor of repudia- 
tion. The Republicans, however, insisted 
squarely upon the preservation of the na- 
tional faith. The result was that Gen. Grant 
was elected by an overwhelming majority, 
the Republican majority in Congress was in- 
creased, and every Republican Congressman 
was pledged to vote for the payment of th 
bonds in gold. This was the instruction 
given them directly by the people. 

At the last session of the Fortieth Con- 
gress a resolution for the payment of interest- 
bearing cbligations in gold had been passed 
by the Republican majority, but Mr. Jony- 
son, then President, had refused it his sig- 
nature. The new Congress (Forty-first), 
which had been elected during the Presiden- 
Intion by an increased majority, and Gen. 
GBANT it. The votein the Fortieth 
Congress was 31 to 24 in the Senate, and 118 
to 57 in the House; the vote of the Forty- 
first was 42 to 13 in the Senate, 
and 98 to 47 inthe House. It was passed 
as a strict party measure, and the Democrats 
voted solidly against it. The vital part of 


the resolution reads: “It is hereby pro- 


vided and declared that the faith of the 
United States is solemnly pledged to the pay- 
ment in coin or its equivalent of all the obli- 
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gations of the United States not bearing in- 
terest, known as United States notes, and of 
all the of the 
United States, except in cases where the law 
ap my Seas ft any such obligation 


stand to-day just where they did then. 

The absurdity of Donn Plarr's story may 
be best illustrated, perhaps, by reflecting that 
it would have been a waste of money for 
any Wall street clique to distribute United 


States bonds among Republican Congressmen | 


to vote for a measure for which the people 
had instructed them to vote, on which 
a Presidential campaign had been won, 
and against which they would not 
have dared to vote. The Wall street men 
are too shrewd a class to waste their money 
in this way. The Democratic members evi- 
dently did not get any bonds, for they all 
voted against the resolution. The result of 
the election had given the bonds a 
gold value, and the resolution did not partic- 
ularly enhance that value, because its effects 
had been anticipated. So Mr. Down Prarr's 
story must be dismissed either as a pure in- 
vention or the recollection of an absurd ru- 
mor of the time set up by the repudiationists, 
which Prarr has revived with a vicious pur- 
pose and knowing it to be false. The only 
effect of the story will be to increase Mr. 
FPrarr's unenviable reputation for untrust- 
worthiness and irresponsibility. 
HOME POLITICS. 

The call for a Democratic County Conven- 
tion, published in yesterday’s papers, is a 
significant and a hopeful fact. The names 
appended to it are mainly those of solid, rep- 
utable, and intelligent citizens. It is a pro- 
test against impurity in politics; an appeal 
to intelligence to arm against brute force; an 
outcry of honest men against the bummers, 
the parasites, the bankrupt beggars for of- 
fices rich in perquisites, and the corruptionists 
who propose to keep in their own hands the 
power that they have so grossly mismanaged 
and abused during the last two years. The 
men who have signed this call have at 
last realized what we pointed out to 
them long ago, that they were be- 

used as the mere cat’s-paws for 

unscrupulous political  tricksters, who 
cajoled them into quietness and proposed to 
rise, partly on their shoulders, to place, pow- 
er, and pelf. They have done a manly and a 
sensible thing in cutting loose from their as- 
sociates. The act gives notice that they are 
no longer to be reckoned on in support of a 
self-appointed candidate for County Treas- 
urer, and a line of riff-raff and adventurers for 
the minor offices, and a second or third rate 
manin place of one of the ablest and most 
widely-esteemed of our Judges. It will bea 
thousand times better to be defeated in a 
fight for honesty than victorious in a struggle 
for the spoils. It is a matterof small moment 
that the signers call themselves Democrats, 
and apparently intend to bring about the 
nomination of a partisan ticket.

ever their views on national politics 
may be, they are in this matter seeking an 

honest administration of home affairs. In 
this position they are right. Any man who 
demands an honest Municipal Governmentis 
right, and he who opposes such a Government 
must be wrong. The triumph of the Oppo- 
sition will mean the perpetuation of the scan- 
dalous politics of the last two years. It will 
mean the success of the ballot-box stuffer ; 

the joy of the jail-bird; the enrichment of 
every Official thief ; the constant employment 
of those of our rulers who diversify peddling 
county contracts by peddling votes ; the car- 

nival of jobbery and corruption. The Oppo- 
sition party represents no principle; it is 
simply the embodiment of alack of principle. 
The liquor question, on which it rods into 
power, has been settled in the way it wished, 
and is as much of a dead issue now 
as the Thirteenth Amendment. What has 
this coalition to fight for now, except the 
spoils? It is a matter of prime importance to 
defeat its nominees, or a good share of them. 

Whether this is done by a Republican, or 
Democratic, or Citizens’ ticket, it should be 
done. It should be the common aim of all 
respectable, tax-paying citizens. The defeat 
of the Twzezp party will insure a counting of 
the public moneys. The money ought to be 
eounted. We have hada costly experience 
in neglecting this precaution a few years ago.

CakBonpaLe, III., Oct. 12.—News was received 
bere to-day of a bold attempt to escape, made 
last night, about 11 o'clock, by Marshall Crain, 
one of the Williamson County assassins. at pres- 
ent confined in the Murphysboro, Jackson 
County, Jail, for the purpose of being used as a 
witness in the case of Builiner and Baker, for 
the murder of Capt. Siimey.

ASSAULT WITH INTENT TO KILL, 
Speciai Lispatch to The Chicago Tribune.

A SCULPTOR DEAD. 
Jean Baptiste Caxpeaux, the sculptor, is dead. 


Jean Baptiste C ux was born at Valen- 
ciennes May 14, 1827. He studiedin Paris at 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts, aod was a pupil of 
Rude, Duret, and Abel de Pujol. An early pro- 
enw ef was discerned in his works to depart 

rom the established ideas of beauty in sculp- 
ture, nnd to generally follow the course which 
Waguhr has adopted in musical composition. 
This proclivity drew upon him the most bitter 
eritieunns and avimadversions, He, however, 
holding fast to the anchor of imperial patron- 
age, purtued a most industrious existence, 
and torned out @ very great number of groups, 
single statues, and busts. He was chargea in 
1865 with the decoration of the floral pavilion of 
the Palace of the Louvre, and executed asa 
principal orpament a large patriotic alleyorica! 
group. Io August, 1969, be finished an ambi- 
tious roup representing the Dance, which was 
placed upon the facade of the great Opera- 
House (which was finiehed last year) among 
the classic groups of Jouffroy Guillaume and 
Pere@ad. This act excited a most passionate 
opposition from a great many quarters, where 
the belief was vrevalent that the artist bad sac- 
rificed the traditions of his art, the laws of archi- 
tecture, and the general harmony of the whole 
grand monument of song, in his wild strivicg 
for picturesque effect, and this opposition final- 
ly culminared in an act of vandalism which 
created a still greater stir. On the night of the 
17th of the same month the group was ruined by 
the malevolent application of s corrosive ink. 
Carpeaux, notwithstanding his bizarre peculiari- 
ties, attained an exalted rank among contempo- 
rary sculptors, aud received many medals and 
decorations in bis own land, and high honors in 
Belgium. E

New Orleans Aid to Texas—Business 
Better — Crops — Negrophobists..LLoss 
ef Colered Population in Georgia 
and Increase in Loutsiaua—Split in 
the Louisiana Democracy-The al- 
loonists.

New Orteans, Oct. 7.—Poor as our city is, 
bereft of the wealth made here for the past half- 
century, destitute of the resident wealth which 
ali Northern cities depend upon when money for 
beneficent purposes is to bo raised, she bas still 
contributed, up to date, $7,593.85 to the guter 
ers by the late Texas calamity. Boston has done 
nobly; other cities have been largdy generous ; 
but, considering how tax-burdened we are here; 
how all the income of the real estate of the city 
would hardly pay the annual State, city, and 
drainage taxes upon it; bow, just at this sea- 
son of the year, the business-men need all their 
capital in basiness,—this contribution ig not a 
mean one for New Orleans, 

BUSINESS 

is looking a little more lively here than I have 

seen it look for some years past. The prospect 

of the cotton and sugar yield is so good that iis 
stimulating effects are already felt. There is 
work dove in the country by somebody; can it 
be the lazy negroes, of whom the politicians so 
much complain? Who would have had his ro- 
port believed if he had prophesied ten years 
ago that free labor would accomplish so much 
up to this date? The cotton-market of the 
world is supplied, notwithstanding the manumis- 
sion of the slaves. The mills spin sod weave ; 
the ships of commerce do not rot it the wharves ; 
the world still moves! And the negrophobists 
are growing less rabid, The killing of labor- 
ers just after plowing is done, asd just at the 
close of the picking season (when they are 
semi-annually proclaimed by the press to be 
worthless), is growing less and less. Georgia, 
once famous for her Ku-Klux, is now howling 
over the loss of her laborers.

THE CAMP SURROUNDED. 
Our camp was situated on the edge of a broad wil- 
dernesa, which extended westward many days’ maren; 


but to tue north, east, and south. nothing was seen but 


villages and cultivated ground, which, with the care- 
leas mode of egriculture in vogue among savages, con- 
tained acres of dwarf shrubbery ; but I doubt whether 
throughout this valley a better loqality for a camp 
could hava been selected than the one we had chosen, 
Fifty cr sixty yards around us was open ground, 80 
that we had the advantage of light to pievent the ap- 
proach of an enemy unseen, slight fence of bush 
served to screen our numbers those without the 
camp, but, having hal no occasion to suspect hostil- 
ities, it was but ill adapted to shield us from attack, 

When the Waturu were 80 numerous in our vicinity 
that it was no fager doubifal that they 
were summoned toe: ight us, I dispaiched «a 
young man who knew their language 
certain their intention. As he advanced toward 
them six or seven warriors, drew near to talk with 
him. When he returned be ftoformed us that one 
of our men had stolen some milk and butter from a 
small village, and that we must pey for it in cloth. 
The meseenger was sent back to teil them that white 
men did not come to their country to rob or quarrel ; 
that they had but to name the price of what was stolen 
to be paid at once, and that not one grain of corn or 
milleteeed should be appropriated by us wrongfully. 
Upon this the principal warriers drew neerer, iill we 
could hear their voices plainly, though we did not un- 
derstand the nature of the conversation. The mre- 
senger informed us that the elders demanded 4 yards of 
sheeting, which was about sik times the value of the 
stolen articles; but at such a, time it was useless to 
heggie over such » demand, and the clath was paid. 
When it was given to them, the elders said they were 
satisfied, aud withdrew, 

HOSTILITIES BEGUN. 

But it wes evident that, though the elders were satis- 
fied, the warriors were not, as they could be seen hur- 
rying dy scores from all parts of the valley and ges- 
ticulating violently in crowd#. Still we waited pa- 
tiently, hoping that, if the eliiers and principal war- 
riors were really amicably disposed toward us, their 
evoices would evail,and that they would be able to 
assuage the pessions Wich now seemed to ani- 
mate the others, As we watched them, we noted that 
about 200 detached themselves from the gesticulating 
crowds east of the camp, aud were hurrying to the

While we were thus pre- 
paring without ostentation te defend ourselves from 
what I conceived to be an imminent attack, the 
Waturu, now a declared enemy, advanced upon the 
camp, and a shower of arrows fell all around us, Six- 
ty soldiers, held in readiness, were at once ordered to 
deploy in front of the camp, 50 yards off, and the 
Wauguana, or freemen of Zanzibar, obedient to the 
commend, rushed out of the camp, and tho battle 
commenced, 
FORTIFYING THE CAMP. 

Immediately after these, sixty men, with axes, were 
ordered to cut buehis and raise a high fence of thorn 
dround the camp, while twenty more were ordered to 
raise lofty platforms like towers within, for sharp- 
shooters, Wo busied curvelves in bringing the sec- 
tions of the Lady Alice to males central camp for a 
last resistance, and otherwise strengthening the de- 
fencers. Every one worked with a will, and while the 
fring of the — — growing more distant, an- 
nounced that the enemy was withdrawing from the 
attack, wo were left to work unmolested. When the 
camp was prepared I ordered the bugler to sound the 
retreat, in order that the savages might have, time to 
consider whether it was politic for them to w the 
fight. 
den the skirmishers returned they announced that 
fiftee of the enemy were killed, while a great many 
more were wounded and boPne off by their friends, 
They had ail distinguished themselyes—even “ Bull,” 
the British bulldog, bed seized one of the Waturu 
by the leg and had given him a taste of the power 
of the English canines of his breed before the r 
savage was mercifully dispatched by s Snider bullet. 

We rested that day from further trouble, and the 
next morning we waited events until 9 o’cloeck, when 
the enemy appeared in greater force than ever, having 
summoned tber neighbors all about them to sesist 


| them (I felt assured now) in our ruin, 


FIGHTING RENEWED. 

But, though we were slow to war upon people whom 
I thought might be made friends the previous day, we 
were not slow to continue fighting if the natives were 
determined to fight. Accordingly I selected four expe- 
rienced men to lead four several detachments, and 
gave orders that they should march in dierent direc- 
tions through the vailey and meet at some bigh rocks 
distant 5 miles off; that they should seize upon all 
caitle and burn every village as soon as taken. Obedi- 
ent to the command they sallied out of the camp and 
began the second day’s fight. 

They were soou vigorously engaged with the enemy, 
who fled fast and furious befpre them to an open plain 
on the banks of the Leewumbu. The detachment un- 
der Farjalla Chrietie became too excited, and, because 
the enemy ran, imagived they had but to show them- 
selves to cause the natives to fly; but once on the 
plain—having drawn them away isolated miles from 
any succor—they turned upon them and slaughtered 
the detachment tos man, except the messenger, who 
had been detailed to accompany the detachment to re- 
port success or failure. I had taken the precaution to 
send one swift-footed man to accompany each detach- 
ment forthis purpose. This messenger came froin 
Farjalla to procure assistance, which was at 
once dispatched, though too late to aid the 
unfortunate men, but not too late to save the sec- 
ond detachment from a like fate, as the victorious 
enemy, alter ae the first detachment, bad 
turned upon the seco with the evident inten- 
tion to cut the evtire force opposed to them in detail. 
When the support arrived they found the second de- 
tachment all but lost. Two soldiers were killed. The 
Captain, Ferahan, dad a deep spesr-wound in his

TOPOGRAPHY.

CURIOUS NATURAL RELICS. 

Inthe basin of Matongo,in Southern Urimi, we 
were instructed by the ruins of hills and — 2 relics 
of a loftier upland, of what has been effected by Na- 
ture in the course of long ages. No learned cal 
savant need ever expound to the traveler who views 
these rocky ruins the cal of this country. 
From a distance we vie the 8 naked, and 
riven rocts as a singular scene; but en we stood 
among them, and noie! the appearance of the rocky 
fragments of granite, gneiss, and porphyry peeled, as 
it were, nd after rind, or leaf after , like an arti- 
choke, until the rock was wested away, it seemed az if 
— ure had left these relics, these hilly skele- 
tons, ongirate her laws and career. It seemed 
tore K said, Lo and behold this broad basin 
of Ma with ite teeming village and herds of cat- 
tle and fieids of carn, surrounded by these bare rocks 
m priméval time this land was covered with water, 
it was the bed of a vastecea, The waters were dried, 
leaving a wide expanse of level land, upon which I 
caused heavy rains to fall five months out of each 
year duriag all the ages that have elapsed since first 
the hot siimshine fell upon the soil, These rains wash- 
ed away the loose sand and made deep furrows in 
course of time, at certain places the rocky kernel 
under the sofl to appear. The furrows be- 
came eniarged, the waters frittered away their 
banks an i conv the earth away to lower levels, 
through wore away a channel first through the 
soil and lastly through the rock itself, which you may 
see if you but walk to the bottom of that basin. 
will there behold a channel worn h the solid 
rock some 50 feet in depth; and as you look on that 
you will have en ides of the power and force of tropic- 
a! rains. It is through that channel that the soil robbed 
from there rocks has been carried away towards the 
Niyanza to ll ite depths and in time make dry land of 
it. Now, you may ask how came these once solid rocks, 
which are now but skeletons of hills and stony heaps, 
to be thu: split into so many fragments? Have you 
never seen the effect of water thrown upon lime? The 
solid rocks have been broken and veeled fn an almost 
similar manner. The trpic sun heated the surface of 
these roc ts to an intense heat, and the cold rain fallin 
upon the heated surface caused them to split and 
as you pow see them.“ 

THE FEEDERS OF THE NIYANZA. 

This is really the geological history of this country 
simply toid, Ridge after ridge, basin after basin, from 
Western Ugogo to the Niyanaza, tells the same tale: but 
it is not 1mtil we enter Central Urimi that we begin to 
marvel at. the violence of thé process by which Nature 
has transformed the face of the land. For here the 
perennia! springs and rivulets begin to unite and form 
rivers, after co lecting and absorbing the moisture from 
the watershed ; and these rivers, though but gentle 
streams during the dry season, become formidable 
during the rams. It is im: Central Urimi that the Nile 
first begins to levy tribute upon Equatorial Africa, and 
if you look upon the map and drew s live east the 
latitude of Uh t longtitude 3 deg. you will striae 
upon the sources of the Leewumbu, which is the ex- 
treme southern feeder of the Victoria Niyanza. 

In Iraiaba, between Mgongo Tembo and Mombiti, 
we came upon what must have been in former times 
an arm of the Victoria Niyenai. It ia called the La- 
mamber i Piain, after a river of that name, and is 
about 40 miles in width, Its aititude is 3,775 feet 
above the sea and but a few feet above the Victoria 
Niyanza, We were fortunate in crossing the broad, 
shallow stream in the dry season, for, during the 
masika, or rainy season, the plain is converted into a 
wide lakn, 

The Leewumbu River, after a course of 170 miles, 
becomes known in Usukuma as the Monangah River. 
After another run of 100 miles it is converted into 
Shimeeyu, under which name it enters the Victoria 
east of Ulis port of Kagehyi.

It is a series of rolhng 
Plains, with here and there, far apart, a chain of jag- 
ged hills, The descent to the lake is so gradual that I 
expect to fipd upon sounding it, as I intend to do, 
that, though it covers a vast area, it ia v ahallow. 

Now, our long journey, the ex ition is halt- 
ed a hundred yards from the lake, and aa I look upon 
ite dancing waters-I long to launch the Lady Alice and 
venture ont to explore ite mysteries, Though on its 
shore, I am a6 ignorant of ite configuration ard ex- 
tent as pny man in 4 — or America, I have ques- 
tioned me natives of Uchambi closely upon the sub- 
ject at issue, but no one can tell me positively whether 
the lake 18 ono or more, I hear a multitude of strange 
names, but whether they are of countries or 
lakes it is impossible to divine, their know 
edge of it being very superficial, My impression, 
however, is that Speke, in bis bold sketch and imag- 
ined ou une, is nearer the truth than Livingstone, who 
reportal of it upon hearsay at a distance from 
ite shores; but as soon as I can ish my letters to 
you ani my friends, the sections of the y Alice 
will be screwed tog and the first Engiish boat 
that ever sailed on the African lakes shall venture upon 
her mission of thoroughly exploring every nook and 
cranny of the shores of the Victoria, 

STRANGE TALES. 

I heard of strange tales about the countries on the 
shores of this lake, which make me still more eager to 
start, One man reports a country peopled with 
dwarfs, another with giants, and anotber is said to 

a breed of such large dogs that even my mas- 
tiffs arp said to have been — com pared to tuem. 
All these may be idle romance, and I lay no stress on 
anything reported to me,as I hops to be enabled to 
see with my own eyes all the wonders of these un- 
known countries. 

It is unfortunate that I have not Speke’s book with 
me; bata map of Central Africa which I have with 
me contains the statement, in brackets, thet the Vic- 
toria Niyanza bes an altitude of only 3,308 feet above 
the ocean. If this statement is on Speke's authority, 
either he or I am wrong, for my two sneroids, almost 
fresh from England, make it much higher, One 
ranges from 3,550 to 3,650 feet; the other from 3,575 
to 3,67) feet. I have not boiled my thermometers yet, 
but intend doing so before starting on the work of ex- 
ploring the lake. I bave no reason to suspect that the 
anerokis are at fault, as they are both first-ciass, and 
uu ve ben carefully carried with the chronometers.

The Supreme Court, in its recent decision on 
the cbarter case, having failed to pass upon the 
crose-errors assigned by the counsel for the 
People, application was made to the Court by 
Judge Lawrence last week that they should be 
taken up and disposed of.

THE WHITE BEAR MYSTERY.

The Corocer’s 
verdict is: Came to his death by a pistol- 
bullet fired by some person unknorn.” The 
outside general opinion is that the man com- 

suicide. Scott, the riding-master 
who is said to have been 
Bear with a stranger, 
supposed to be the one found dead, produced 
the man he was with, who was fully recognized 
by witnesses, who said toeir identification of the 
body was imperfect. The theory of suicide 
rests on the direction of the wound, and the 
habits and conduct of Hubbard at Stillwater. 
The theory of murder rests on the position of 
the body when found, the absence of the pistol, 
and the pockets being turned. It is rumored 
also that Detective Cleveland, in August, traced 
Hubbard in company with some otber person to 
White Bear; that Hubbard had then articles not 
found on the body, including a pistol and $109 
in money. No such facts appear in the Coroner’s 
record of evidence. If he committed suicide 
these articles were probably stolen by persove 
not known who first discovered the body. The 
remains have been buried in the cemetery at 
White Bear, except the skull, which has been 
retained for use in case the murder theory 
proves correct.

Postal Finances—interior Portfolie— 
Ex-Coneressman Negiey.

Wasurxetron, D. C., Oct. 12.—The balance- 
sheet showing the receipts and expenditures of 
the Post-Office Department for the last fiscal 
year was completed to-day, and exhibits a much 
better condition of the finances of that Depart- 
ment than was generally expected. The gross 
receipts from all sources, including $650,000 
drawn from the Treasury and paid out in subsi- 
dies, were $27,561,502.63, and the total expendi- 
tures $33,611,309.45, leaving 2 deficiency of 
$6,049,806.77. The receipts exceed those for 
the year ending June 30, 1874, by $2,964,934, 
or by more than 12 per cent. The 
expenditures exceed those of the previous 
year by $1,561,501, or by only about 4 810 per 
vent. The deficiency is $1,480,040 leas than 
during the previous year, the decrease in the 
deficiency being more than 19 7-10 per cent. 
This is a very good showing for Postmaster- 
General Jeweill’s administration. Compar- 
ing the figures for tho 
with those of five 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1870, the 
the revenues bas been $7,789,282, or about 39 
per cent. The increase in the expenditures 
during the same time bas been $9,612,372, or 
avout 48 per cent. Theincrease in the deficiency 
since 1870 has been $1,823,189, or about 433¢ per 
cent. 

There is an interregnum in the Interior De- 
partment. The commission for the new Secre- 
tary is bere signed and sealed. but it is blank as 
to the name.
